A Letter from 
8 Plains 


Sub Record Office, Wellington House, 
Bourne Avenue, at 
January löth, 1915. 


Dear GRAN DFA. — Heceived your 
letter a few days ago and as I have a 
little time just now will answer it. 
As | told you in my last letter T am at 
the Sub Record Office and we are now 
in Salisbury, moved in on Tuesday, 
We will likely be here for a couple of 
weeks at any rate, no signs of going 
to the front yet, keeping us here long 
enough for sure. We made a pretty 
quick change from Lark Hill to Salis- 
bury. Worked at Lark Hill right up 
till late Monday night and moved the 
entire office staff, books and all, 12 
miles into Salisbury and were working 
by two o'clock in the afteraoon. We 
are billeted out here on the long suffer- 
ing pubic. I have a very nice billet 
and | believe the boys all have. There 
was a great scrambling among the 
boys the first night in town to get 
cleaned up and look a little bit respect- 
able. At Lark Hill we were-up to our 
knees in mud all the time and conse- 
quently were a plenty looking mess 
for office hands. However, we have 
changed things slightly since then. 
reat floods over-here. The 
cathedral here was flooded, and the 
little village of Balford was practic- 
ally ali under water. Glad to get your 
letter with the London addresses in.

In 
fact, the convoys themselves would 
be imperilled, for under no circum- 
stances could the Germans furnish 
guides through the mined areas.

rominent Citizen 


Willie W. Hudgins, a well known 
citizen of this village, is dead as the 
result of a fatal mistake through which 
he took a large dose of carbolic acid, 
On Saturday morning he complained 
of pot feeling well and went down 
street to the drag store where he 
made purchases of four oun es each of 
brandy and carbolic acid. He ex- 
plained to the druggist that owing to 
the presence of smalip6x in the district 
he wished to use the carbolic acid in 
the wash water as a preventive, Up- 
on his arrival at home he retired to 
his room upstairs. Owing to his in. 
disposition he was left undisturbed 
for a time, but when Mrs. Hudgins 
went to call him at noon she was 
horrified to discover that life was ex- 
tinct. The partially emptied bottle 
of carbolic acid and the unopened 
bottle of brandy of the same size and 
appearance told the story of a terrible 
mistake. Medical aid was summoned 
but could do no more than to confirm 
the cause of death 

The late Mr. Hudgins was about 52 
years of age. He had for many years 
conducted a very successful mercant- 
ile bisiveas in Madoc, but retired 
avout five years ago bo ‘a farm he pur- 
chased adjacent to the village. He 
great enthusiasm in 
whatever be undertook and had a 
full measure of success. He was of an 
exceedingly genial disposition and 
made friends wherever he went.

250 Wounded Soldiers From Ger- 


many Arrive in France. 


A despatch from Lyons, France, 
says: Maimed French prisoners of 


ar who wert exchanged for Ger- 


man wounded prisoners arrived 
here on Wednesday-in a train of 18 
cars bearing the Red Cross and in 
charge of the Swiss branch of this 
organization. The. exchange was 
made at Geneva. The former pris- 
dners, among whom there were 
many whose arms or legs had been 
amputated, aggregated 250. They 
were the first of such exchanged 
men to arrive-in France. Many 

them were attired in old civilian 
garments, and some even 
wore the jackets of German uni- 
f _ Pinned to the coats of all 
ware small bunches of flowers given 
them during their journey through 
Switzerland. After the men bad 
been given food at the railroad sta- 
tion they were sent to various hos- 
pitals. Those who were question-

BRITAIN’S PENSION SCHEME. 


Figures Are Based on an Army of 
Three Million Men. 


A degpatch from London says: 
The new British pension plan will 
cost the Government nearly 81, 
725,000,000 before the last pension- 
ex dies, according to actuaries em- 
ployed by the non-partisan commit- 
tee which prepared the plan at the 
erder of the House of Commons. 
The maximum expenditure the first 
year, the committee reports, will 
be about $230,000,000, and the cost 


‘during the first year after the war 


will reach $65,000,000. These, fig- 
ures are based on an army of three 
million men, a two years’ war, and 
10 per cent. of deaths, with 12 per 
cent. of disablement.

Miss Anne Topham, at one time 
governess to the Kaiser’s daughter, 
tells in her ‘‘Memories of the Kai- 
sers Court’’ how the Emperor was 
always making panic-stricken exits 
from one palace to another to avoid 
disease. On one occasion the Em- 
peror and his court were comfort- 
ably installed at the Belle Vue Pal- 
ace, when Prince Oscar developed 
chicken-pox. So all the luggage was 
repacked and a few hours later the 
Kaiser was scurrying off to another 

alace. This occurrence happened 
just prior to the German Emperor's 
visit to England, so that he spent 
an apprehensive week in the latter 
country, always on the alert for 
symptoms of the disease which he 
feared had infected bim.

“The present war has furnished a 
magnificent demonstration of the 
value of our voluntary system, even 
from a purely military point of view.

al defence. That is the great blunder 
that Germany has made. 

“Her statesmen assumed that it was 
only necessary to have the army strong 
and ready, and they could sweep all 
before them. But scarcely had they 
the war, cynically, wantonly, 
and without provocation, before. they 
woke up to the fact that moral as well 
as military forces still count in the 
world. They then set to work with 
frenzied haste to try to persuade 
neutral countries, and their own peo- 
ple, that Germany was fight:ng in a 
teous cause and defending herself 
against the unprovoked aggression of 
her neighbors This implicit confes- 
sion by the German apostles of militar- 
ism that their creed breaks down in 
practice is perhaps the most important 
lesson of the war.

Not Right Fer a Nation to spend 
Quarter of Its Income 
Thoughtlessly. 


“Te it too much to hope that. 
among other good things which may 
emerge from this dark crisis, there 
may come some awakening on our 
part as to the futility as well as the 
danger of much of our expendi 
ture! asks Mr. J. Urwiek,

The average egg yield per hen 
in Canada is but 80 eggs per 
year, which is very low. Care- 
ful selection, feeding and hous- 
ing could in a few ge bring 
the average up to 180 eggs per 
hen per year. It would be a 
profitable thing to strive for.
